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Lives and Doctrine held no good Cor- 
reſpondence with the Purity and Po- 
vetty of their Predeceſſors, took a Courſe 
(becauſe they had little left of their own) 
to trade with the Piety of the Ages paſt, 
and prop up their own Ignorance and 
Sloth by that Means. To work they 
go; they make Gods of the deceaſed 
Propagators of Chriſtianity, and enſhrine 
their Rotten Bones, or thoſe of others in 
Caſes of Gold and Silver. The next 
Thing was, to perſuade or compel the 
People to adore them. In this Erecting 
a new Order of Demi-gods, they imita- 
ted the Pagans in their Wickedneſs, but 
not in their Virtue or Valour, and clap- 

ed the Feſtivals of theſe new Pa- Gods 
into the Calendar in Places of the old 
Holy-days of Saturn, Miner ua, and 
Blerhus, ke. This Project anſwered 
Expectation; they grew greater, but not 
better. The Miracles pretendedly wrought 
at thoſe Shrines, ae Multitude of Ge 
remonies, dazled the Vulgar, ſupported 
the Reputation; . and ſupplied the Defect 
of the Clergy. © The. glorious Lives, 
Wonders and Martyrdoms of the Anti- 
ents. were made into Mantles' to hide 
the Ignorance, Luft and Avarice of

worthleſs Impoſtors; and Laws made 
every- where, were made to reſtrain Men 
from peeping into the Ark of the 
Church. And to ſtrip Princes privily of 
their Power, and to draw their Subjects 
to other Dependencies, numerous Orders, 
and Societies are conjured up, as though 
the Laity had not groaned enough un- 
der the Seculars, to erect a Kingdom in 
every Kingdom for the Pope, and to 
ſupply him in every Corner with a Vil- 
lain Spiritual, to ſtab or poiſon what Po- 
tentates he pleaſes. 3 

Things thus jogg'd on till the Days 
of our-Grandfathers, when in England 
the Pope and his Clergy were ſecluded ; 
and. it was made Death for any Romi ſb 
Prieſt to enter the Realm; yet ſince, 
they have not only come hither, but by 
Help of Factors and Proſelytes acquired 
great Eſtates in theſe Kingdoms, and are 
now. endeavouring to deſtroy us all, and 
introduce Popery. This is as clear as 
Noon-day, by many Teſtimonies, a- 
mong which, this Oath following is a 
moſt notorious Evidence, on which I 
ſhall make ſome Remarks,

The Oath of Secrecy, given by William 
Ruſhton, to me Robert Bolron, the 
ſecond of February % 


In the Name of the Father, and of the : 
Son, and of the Holy C9. Amen. 


J Robert Bolron, being in 75 1 
of Almighty God, 2. Bleſſed Mary 
4 V irgon d the Bleſſed Michael the 
Archangel, the Bleſſed St. John Baptiſt, 
the Holy Apoſtles, St. Peter and St. aul, 
and all the Saints in Heaven, and to you 
iny Ghoſtly Father; do declare, and in 
ry — believe the Pope, Chriſt Vi- 
car General, to be the true, and only 
Head of Chriſt's Church here on Earth, 
end that by Vertue of the Keys of Bind- 
ng and Looſing, given his Holineſs by 
our Saviour Chriſt, he hath Power to de. 
Foſe all heretical Kings and Princes, and 
cauſe them to be killed. Therefore, to the 
moſt of my Power, I will defend this 
Doctrine, and his Holineſs s Rights, a+ 
gainſt all Uſurpers whatever ; eſpecially 
 againſs the now pretended King of Eng- 
land, zu regard that he hath broke 2 
Vows with bis Holineſs's Agents beyond 
Seas, 
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Seas, and not performed his Promiſes, ir 
bringing into England the Holy Roman 
Catholick Religion. I do renounce and 
diſoum any Allegiance as due to the ſaid 
pretended King of England, or Obedience 
ts any of bis inferior Officers and Magi- 
rates; but do believe the Proteſtant Doc- 
 trine to be heretical and damnable, and 
that all are damned which do not forſake 
the ſame; and, to the beſi of my Power, 
will help his Holineſs's ”m here in 
England, 70 extirpate, and root out the 
ſaid Proteſtant Doctrine, and to dgſtroy 
tbe ſaid pretended King of England, and 
all fuch of his Sutjefts, as will not adhere 
to the Holy See of Rome, and the Religion 
there profeſſed. TI further do promiſe and 
declare, That I will keep ſecret and pri- 
vate, and not divulge, directiy nor indi- 
rectiy, by Word, Writing, or Circum- 
ſtance, whatever ſhall be propoſed, given 
in Charge, or diſcovered to me by you my 
Ghoſtly Father, or any other engaged in 
the promoting of this pious and holy De- 
in; and that I will be active, and nut 
defiſt from the carrying of it nm: And 
that no Hopes of Rewards, Threats, or 
Puniſbments, ſhall make me diſcover the 
reſt concerned in ſo pious a Work; ny |

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; diſcovered, ſhall never confeſs any Ac- 
To es, with myſelf. 9 this 
Deſign. All which I do ſwear by the 
Bleſſed Trinity, and by the Bleſſed Sacra- 
ment, <ohich. I now purpoſe to receive, to 
perform, and on my Part, to keep invio- 
lable: And do call all the Angels, and- 
Saints in Heaven, to witneſs my real In- 
tention to keep this Oath. In Teſtimony 
 wobereof,, I do receive this moſt Holy and 
Bleſſed Sacrament of the Eucharift,

It is manifeſt, that the Grandees of 
the Roman Church make no more Ac- 
count of Religion, than the Profit and 
Convenience it brings along with it, are 
able to compence: Vet they ever begin 
with a Holy Canticum, In nomine Pa- 
tris; by ſuch Means inducing the People 
to ſwallow their gilded Pills, or Poiſons 
rather, to the Deſtruction oftentimes of 
Body and Soul too. OE 
In this wicked Thing call'd an Oath, 
they blaſphemoufly ſet up the Bleſſed. 
Mary, - St. Michael, St. John, St. Peter, 
St. Paul, and Ruſhton, the Prieſt, in an 
equa! Claſſis with God Almighty ; but 
mention not Chriſt, till they come to 

E declare

declare the Pope to be his Vicar, and 
that thereby the Pope hath Letters-Pa- 
tents, to impower him to do what he 
ſhall think fit, in Heaven, Hell, Earth, 
and in Purgatory ; to depoſe and kill he- 
retick Kings, yea, and Catholick ones 
too, when he wants Opportunity to ad- 
vance a Harlot, a Baſtard, or a Nephew. 
In ſuch Caſes, a Chaſtel, a Clement, a 
Ravilliach, or a Pickering, are ever rea- 
dy to tranſmit whom he pleaſes into an- 
other World, whilſt himſelf, without 
ſuch Help, but not without Money, puts 
a Soul into Heaven, or pulls one out of 
Purgatory. 
Indeed this Oath is its own Herald, 
is its own Comment; every Word of it 
is Rebellion, Treaſon, and Murder, ſti- 
led hypocritically pious and holy Deligns ; 
it was ſtampt in the Mint of the Jeſuilo, 
and is a very notable Comment upon 
that Oath, which bleſſed 4 galls Loves 
impoſed upon his Piri Mamaiuks, 

and may give us to underſtand, that Ro- 
miſh Wickedneſs is ſublimated fince theſe 
Days into a much higher Spirit of Trea- 
chery and Impiety. The Oath then 
made to the Father General is as fol-

Our new Explanation, or Expoſition, 


far exceeds the old Text, and is a Super- 


ſtructure upon that priſtine Foundation 


of Villainy, erected fince thoſe Times. 
The Blefled Trinity, the Holy Sacra- 
ment, and the whole Hoſt of Heaven, 
are made Packing-horſes for impious 
Mortals in the ungodly, uncharitable, 
Anti-chriſtan Works of ruining Kings, 
Kingdoms, and all Mankind beſides 
themſelves, only to ſet up the Court of 
Rome, and a deſpotick Power.

iv. 2. And thou ſhalt ſwear, the Lord 


liveth in Truth, in Judgment, and in 
Righteouſneſs, &c. What Regard theſe 
Oaths have to Truth, Judgment, and 
Righteouſneſs, let the Reader take no- 
tice, and proceed to obſerve one unpar- 


rallel'd Clauſe in the Oath, viz. And 


that no Hopes of Reward, Threats, or 
Pumſhments, ſhall make me diſcover the 
reſt concerned in ſo pious a Work; and, 


if diſcovered, fhall never confeſs any Ac-

Here they lead their Proſelites into a 
Labyrinth of Wickedneſs; but then 
they leave them no Way or Means to 
diſingage themſelves or others out of it, 
and conſequently to be hanged and dam- 
ned afterwards. This may learn the 
moſt wilful and moſt obſtinate Charity,

Now having given an Account of the 


Oath of Secrecy, next I will render you 


an Account, how the Jeſuits and Po- 
fiſh Prieſts do infinuate themſelves into 


= Hearts of thoſe, that they enſnare to 


engage in this damnable Deſign; which, 
particularly, being exemplified in my 
own ſelf, may ſerve as Inſtructions, how 
others were induced and encouraged to 


propagate . their helliſh Principles: Ihe 


Relation is as followeth. _ 

About the latter End of January, 
1676, Thomas Thwing, a Prieſt, and 
William Ruſhton, another Pop:/h Prieſt, 
who was my Ghoſtly F ather, came to 
my Houſe at Shippon-Hall in Yorkſhire, 
and did there examine me, how I was 
affected and did like the Romifh Religi- 

on, fince I was of it, and if there were 

any Occaſion, What would I do for the 
Good of that Religion ? To whom I re- 
plied, That I was ſo well affected to the 
Romiſh Religion, that I would venture 


my 
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my Life and Eſtate in the | nei 
of any Deſign whatſoever, for the Good 
of that RELIGION. The Prieſts 
then ſaid, That they were glad to hear 
me in ſo good a Humour, and did hear- 
tily wiſh, that all the Carbokcks in Eng- 
land were of my Mind; and further did 
tell me, that all England in a little Time 
would be Roman Catholicks; for that the 
Duke of Tork, next Heir to the Crown, 
had renounced the Proteſtant Religion: 
Therefore Force was to be uſed, for the 
more ſpeedy bringing him to the Crown, 
But added, that, before I could be any 
further acquainted with the Particulars 
of this Deſign, I muſt firſt take the 
aforementioned Oath of Secrecy, which 
all good Catholicks muſt take; for if any 
Catholicks did refuſe it, they oould not 
be permitted to know of their Deſigns 
and Contrivances : For that Sir Thomas 
Gaſcoigne, Thomas Gaſcoigne, Eſquire, 
and other Gentlemen, had taken the 
ſame, and engaged themſelves, and gi- 
ven Security for their reſpective Perfor- 
Then I told the ſaid Prieſts, that I 
would not deny to take it, for I would 
Obey my Ghoſtly Father in all 3 

An 
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And Candlemas-day, 1676, I did accor- 
dingly go to Barmbow Hall, as was for- 
merly agreed, where I did hear Maſs, 
and take the Oath of Secrecy from the 
Hands of my Ghoſtly Father, to be pri- 
vate, and keep ſecret the Deſign of kil- 
ling his Sacred Majeſty, and the De- 
ſtruction of all ſuch Proteſtants, as would 
not be of the Romiſh Religion; which 
Oath of Secrecy is before related, and is 
the true Copy of the ſaid Oath as I got 
it from the ſaid Ry/hton accidentally, the 
very ſame Day it was miniſtered unto 
me by him. 3 | 

Before I did take the Oath of Secre- 
cy, I did go to Confeſſion, where my 

Ghoſtly Father in my faid Confeſſion 
did tell me, that I muſt believe, That it 
Was a mortal Sin to reveal what as told 
me by my Ghoſtly Father in my Confeſſion, 
and that I was certainly damned, if ever 
1 did diſcover the Concerns of this Deſign, 
or taking the ſaid Oath of Secrecy. 

But after J had taken the ſaid Oath of 
Secrecy, and was acquainted with the De- 
ten, whenever I went to Confeſſion, my 

Ghoſtly Father would be jure to exa- 
mine me, how I had kept my Oath; 
upon which, if my Father Confeſſor did 


judge.

judge, that I had not ſo truly kept the 
ſame, as I ought to have done, then 
muſt I have taken the ſame Oath over 
again. Beſides, my Ghoſtly Father did 
ſrequently teach me how to make uſe of 
Equivocations and mental Reſervations. 

Firſt, How to defend myſelf againſt 
the Proteſtants, if I were aſked by a 
Stranger, Whether Mr. Ruſhton were a 
Prieſt ? that then I might lawfully deny 
it, or, upon Oath before a Magiſtrate, I 
| mizht politively deny my Knowledge of 
Ruſhton to be a Popiſh Prieſt : But then 
I muſt privately to myſelf make uſe of 
this Equivocation, That I did not ſee the 
faid Ruſhton take his Orders beyond Sea, 
therefore could not ſwear him to be a 
Pricſt. And then followed the Benefit 
of Abſolution for this or ' any other Ser- 
vice done for the Good of the Rom 
Religion. 

And indeed my Penance in Confeſſi- 
on was once enjoined me by Father 
Ruſhton to laſh myſelf with a Cat-of- 
nine-tails, becauſe I did not deny with 
Aſſeverations to one Mr. Burman, that he 
was no Pop;/þ Prieſt ; although I did not 
cConfeſs © fame to Mr. Burman, yet hc 
alledocd, 
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alledged, fthat I did it but faintly, and 
therefore that ſhould be my Penance. 
Secondly, If reproach'd by the Prote- 
ftants ; that they of the Romi/h Religi- 
on made no Conſcience to deſtroy thoſe 
that were of contrary Opinion to them. 
Then with Imprecations I might law- 
fully deny the ſame; only making uſe 
of this Reſervation to myſelf, that I 
muſt deny any Thing which is againſt 
the Intereſt of the Church. 3 
Mirdh, That ſince the Diſcovery of 
this Popiſb Plat, if I did at any Time 
hear the Proteſtants diſcourſe, that they 
of the Remiſh Church did teach the 
murthering of Kings and Princes, and 
that the Pits was to have been mur- 
thered by the Papiſts, that then I muſt 
vindicate the Remi Religion, arguing, 
that ſuch Doctrine the Papiſis held not, 
with Reſervation to myſelf, that I muſt 
not own ſuch a Deſign, unleſs effected, 
believing that Protctants being Here- 
ticks had no Power to examine me, nei- 
ther was I oblig'd to anſwer directly Q 
the Queſtion. e 
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The Ceremonies, Manner, and Form uſed 
in the taking of the ſaid Oath of Se- 


W Is bus 


T the Chappel Door, I did ſprin- 

kle m. vielt with Holy Water, 
and then went god the Chapple, where 
bowing towards the Altar, I made the 
Sign of the Croſs, and ſaid, Sprinkle me 
with Hyſop and TI * ſhall be cleanſed, waſh 
me and I ſhall be whiter than Snow ; 
Then kneeling, I made the Sign of the 
Croſs, and faid, In the Name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, Amen. After that, I faid certain 
Prayers uſed before Confeſſion , and at 
the Concluſion, made again the Sign of 
the Croſs; which being ended, I went 
into the Veſtry, where kneeling, I aſk- 
ed my Ghoſtly Father's Bleſſing, as Chil- 
dren uſually do their Parents. Then af- 
ter that, I made again the Sign of the 
Cros, and then had the Benefit of Con- 
feſſion, and Abſolution from my Sins, 
and then I went into the Chappel, and 


aid. Prayers before Receiving the Sa- 
crament. 


But 
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But when Maſs was faid, I did not 
communicate with. the reſt there. pre- 
ſent, although the Sacrament was con- 
ſecrated for me, but after the reſt were 
gone, then William Ruſhton, my Ghoſt- 
ly Father, called me to the Altar, where 
1 bon my Body and kneeling, I made 
the Sign of the Croſs; then I kiſs d the Maſs 
Book, and laid my Right-Hand upon it, 
and 5 had the Oath of Secrecy given me by 
my Ghoſtly Father, Ruſhton, repeating-it 
after him. But at theſe Words, In Teftimony 
Tobereaf I do receive this moſt Hoh and Bleſ- 
fed Sacrament of tbe. Euchariſt; Ruſhton 
put the Sacrament into my Mouth, and 
laid this lirtle Latin Traper following; 


Corpus Domini P's, ] eſu Chriſti Abet 5 
at ani mam . inVitam æternam. Amen. 


"Then again I led the Maſs-Book, 
held in the Prieſt's Hand, but held my 
Hand on the Maſs-Book all the Time 
I was taking the Oath aforeſaid ; and af- 
ter that g bowed my Body to the 
Altar, in an Arn Manner, and ſo re- 
turned to my Place again. 

Now after I had taken the ſaid Oatb 
F Secrecy, Ruſhton went again into the 

C-2 Veſtry,

V eſtry, to ſay his Prayers on hi Bre- 
viory, but 1 cantinued ſtill in the Chap- 

to fay my Prayers uſed after the ta- 
king of the Nekir 45 Then after Ruß- 
fon; Fins Confeflor, came ouy of the 
Veſtty; he went towards his own Cham: 
ber, whither 1 followed im; but Sir 
Thomas Geſecoigne haftil: y calling the ſaid 
- RifSton, he laid down' bis Breviary in his 
Cloſet, to Which was no Door, and is fitd- 
ate near his Chamber, which faif{Breviary 
I taking uP, found therein the ſaid Onth 
of Seerecy of 'which Oath I had a 
Ni etc Time to take à true Copy, 
and- it 3 the real 'Copy which is before 
recited; althou ph when I took the Copy 
of the ſaid Oath; never intended that 
any Proteſtant ſhould have ſeen it. 

The fame Day were hallowed for my 
ſelf two Piſtols, which were to be made 
uſe of, for the DeſtruQion of the Prote- 
fant Party, if the'Riman Catholick Reli- 
gion had prevailed in England. There 
wete alſo Swords, Guns and Piſtols hal- 
lowed fot Thomas. Gaſcoigne, Eſq; and o- 
thers engaged in the Popiſb Plot. And 
in the faid Month of February, I had 
an Indulgence, or Pardon, for Thirty 
Wegen Years, | given me by the ſaid 
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1 
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Ruſhton, my Ghoſtly Father, for my, 
Encouragement in my Proceedings of 
being ſo zealous againſt his Majeſty, 
an Government; and the Penance en- 
joined me was, to ſay every Day a Li- 

tany, for the Interceſſion, and ee | 
of England; * if I die twice a Day 
ſay the faid Litany, then ſhould I each 
Day redeem a Soul out of Purgatory. But 
I have heard my Ghoſtly Father fay, that 
ſome Catholics had their Indulgencies for 
Fifty Thexſand Years, others 1 Plenary 
Indulgence to encourage them jo be fir- 
mer to this Defign. * Plenary In- 
dulgence J did fee in the 205 of Mr. 
Mowbray, about the latter End of Ja- 
mary, 1676-7. And the Litany of In- 
terceſſia for England is as follows:

About the latter End of Odlober, or 
the Beginning of November 1678, my 
Occaſions called me to Leeds-Market, 
within four Miles of my Habitation, 
and a Market that I frequently uſed :

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After my particular Buſineſs was done, 
my Curioſity lead me, as uſually I did, 
to a Coffee-Houſe ; where amongſt o- 


ther News and Reports, I heard that 


one Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, a Juſtice 
of Peace at London, was miſſing, and 
that it was ſuſpected and feared, that he 
was murthered, or made away by the 
„„ 5 

At my Return home, I repaired to 
Sir Thomas Gaſcoigne's Houſe at Barm- 
bow, one Quarter of a Mile from my 


Houſe, and there meeting his Son Thomas 
__ Gaſcoigne, Eſq; 1 acquainted him with the 


News I heard at Leeds. 
Who thereupon took a Letter out of 
his Pocket directed to himſelf, which 
he ſhewed me; which Letter was ſub- 
{cribed J. Corker, wherein he acquainted 
the Eſquire in Words to this Effect: That 
Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, had been a ve- 
ry buſy Man, and à great Enemy to the 


Cath olicks, therefore they had procured 


him to be deſtroyed. 

And ſome few Days after we had the 
ſame Thing confirmed in Print, vix. 
That he was murthered. Upon which, 


my Ghoſtly Father, Villiam Ruſhton, 


ſent for me, to come to Maſs at Sir Tho- 
mas 
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mas Gaſcoigne's Houſe ; and at Confeſii- 
on, did charge me to give out, That J 
heard, that Sir Edmundbury Godfrey 
was a melancholly Gentleman, and in a 
Diſcontent went into the Fields, and there 
murdered him ſelf with his own Sword, 

Which accordingly I did, as Occafion 
offer d, in all Companies I happened in- 
to; but was contradicted by many; and 
by ſome, that it could not be, for, that 
his Neck was broke, which he could not 
do after he had murdered himſelf; nor 
be capable to do it, if his Neck wa 

broke before: And being thus run Fen 


in my Aſſertions, I acquainted my ſaid 


__ _ Ghoſtly Father, William Ruſhion, there- 


with, who told me, he had received new 
Inſtructions, which he ſhew'd me in 


5 Writing, and were to this Effect: 


That Sir Edmundbury Godfrey was a 


Gentleman who had often attempted to 


deſtroy himſelf; that he did really hang 

himſelf in his own Silk-girdle, in his 
Chamber at the Bed's Feet; which be- 
ing diſcovered, two of his Servants ac- 
quainted his Brothers therewith ; who 
coming thither, contrived his taking 
down, "and the carrying him to the Place 
where he was found, where they run his 
Corps 


e 
Corps through, on Purpoſe to throw it 
on the Papiſts, thereby to ſave the Eſtate 
to themſelves, and from being forfeited 
to the King: And that the two Servants 
had Fifty Pounds a- piece given them to 
keep it private. He alſo ſaid, that one 
of them, which was a Maid-Servant, 
did offer to diſcover this Contrivance to 
his Majeſty and Council, but that ſhe 
was by them rejected: Nevertheleſs, for 
all this, at the ſame Time, Ruſhton did 
own to me, that he was murthered by 
the Papiſis, but by what Hands he knew 
not; and further, he ſeemed much con- 
| cerned that it was done; wiſhing it had 
never been done, becauſe it would make 
the Murther of the King, the more dif- 
ficult to be performed.
